When a party leader speaks 
to hîs annual conference the 
occasion usually matters for 
what he has to say to hîs party. 
But what was particularly 


significant at Bournemouth 
yesterday afternoon was the 
message that the Liberals 
wanted to send to Mir Steel.

Nir Steel's role now should 
not be compared with Gait- 
skells then. But he has won a 
new kind of respect within the 
party for the way ir which he 
fought openly for his conviction 
on Thursday.

‘Those who had been respon- 
sible for his defeat were also 
wanting to make clear that it 
had not been a personal 
assaulk, while those who had 
supported him wanted fo 
express their sympathy. AJ of 
them had good political as well 
as personal reasons for wanting 
now to shore up his leadership. 
Eîther his departure or a half- 
hearted performance would be 
very damaging for Liberal 
prospect: 

Mr Steel responded to this 
mood by xtriking what I 
thought was the right note with 
his party. He spoke of the 
cruise debate without implying 
either concession or rancour on 
his part. That gives him the 
best chance of repairing the 
damape. 

He also managed to give an 
impression of greater verve 
than for some time, as if he had 
been stung by adversity. He 
spoke of his vision of an 
alfiance gorernment as if he 
saw himself leading it, without 
laying any specific and dis- 
comforting claim to do so.

That degree of self-assertion 
is faith enough for the Alliance.

Two intensely interesting, 
conversations on Radio 3 this 
week by departing from thal 
tendency, made the point quite 
sharply. In Just Gossiping 
(September 20: producer, Ali- 
son Richards). the voluble 
Professor Francis Crick talked 
to Lewis Wolpert and began by 
describing the apparently quite 
chancy process which put him 
in a position 10 share in one of 
the fundamental discoveries in 
biology: the structure of DNA. 
Seuing out as a physicist, 
committed to oblaining 4 
somewhat dour Ph.D., he found 
himself on the outbreak of war 
translated to the scientific staff 
of the Admiralty. A well-aimed 
German landmine utterly de- 
stroyed his Ph.D. research and 
left him al the war's end with no 
retreat into physics and no idea 
what lo do next, He noticed that 
he spent a lot of time gossiping 
abou two things: molecular 
biology and the human brain; 
reflected thaı gossip signified 
real interest and went inlo 
molecular biology as being the 
one about which he knew a 
fraction more than nothing. 

So he found himself on a 
momentous path, one which 
tumed into a highway with the 
arrival in Cambridge of his 
collaborator, James Watson 
(another chance event), But 
even then, although they knew 
their work to be important, 
neither seems to have grasped 
ils full implications until some 
lime after tt was done, This was 
a fascinating story, elicited with 
great economy by Professor 
Wolpert, who. if he were not 
already a successful academic, 
could easily make a career as an 
outstanding scientific broad- 
caster. But it is also a slory 
which reveals a strong element 
of waywardnecss, something 
quite ali odds with whal we 
think of as the inevitably 
rational and linear processes of 
science. 

Likewise, though differently, 
in Evolving Ideas (September 
16; producer, Julian Brown) in 
which the controversial Ameri- 
can _palaeontologist Stephen 
Jay Gould, talked with Colin 
Tudge about the present state of 
knowledge in evolution. Mr 
Tudge is another broadcaster 
who. though his tone is 
sometimes faintly conspira- 
torial, has a great talent for 
lucidity. I am not sure how far 
he had 10 exercise it with 
Professor Gould, who sounds to 
possess a large enough lucidity 
of his own. 

At any rale, these two in 45

The Govemment will have less 
trouble with the implementation of 
the Trades Union Act 1984 than at 
one time it might have expected.

Sir AL a time when it seems 
fashionable 1o gloat over the death 
of détentc, youth groups in Britain 
are still 1rying 10 promote close ties 
with young people in Eastern 
Europe.

is why the availability of 
post offices in the UK far exceeds 
that. of other countries. With more 
than 22,000. Britain enjoys the most 
comprehensive network of 
offices in the EEC. Only Ireland has 
more post offices per head of 
population, and our provision is far 
greater than that in the USA and 
Japan. This will rernain the case, 
even after taking into account the 
number of post offices currently 
being considered for closure. 

Recently, the Post Office conduc- 
ted a major review, which clearly 
revealed it ek 1oo many post offices 
competing in the same area. inst 
lhe Post Offices own و‎ of 
providing counters at mile intervals 
ın town areas there was substantial 
over-provision by some 2000 
offices — both at main and sub-post 
office level. 

However, the Post Office is not 
applying the one mile guideline 
rigorously and has publicly pledged 
that 95 per cent of the counters 
network will remain intact’ for the 
next three years. This means that, at 
most, only half the 2,000 offices 
identified as outside the distance 
criteria are being considered for 
closure and there will be detailed 
local consultation before any office 
is closed. 

As your leader of September 18 
made ciear it is wholly reasonable 
that the Post Office should keep the 
number of offices under review, 
What the leader cautioned against 
was the closing of sub-post offices in 
villages where they are a mainstay of 
community life. Thal is our view 
1oo, and we do not intend as a policy 
1o close offices in rural areas, even 
1hough most of {hem cost more to 
run than the income they earn. 

I1 also fully understand the 
concern expressed about pensioners. 
That is why there are arrangements 
under which a relative or friend can 


be authorised to collect their 
pension for them.

Cure for acid rain 


From Professor B. A. Thrush, FRS 
Sîr, As your leader (September 7) 
rightly points out, the inadequately 
named “acid rain” problem involves 
a series of phenomena which are still 
poorly understood. 
1n such circumstances, simplistic 
cause-and-effect solutions rarely 
apply. A reduction „of 60 per cent in 
UK sulphur emissions as proposed 
in the draft EEC directive will 
certainly help Scandinavia, provid- 
ر‎ other EEC countries and non- 
C coüntries (which may or may 
not be committed to a 30 per cent 
reduction) do the same because the 
UK currently contributes less than 
25 per cent of the sulphur com- 
pounds deposited in Scandinavia. 
The proposals also limit the 
height of chimneys, giving a small 
reduction in 1he amount of pollution 
transported over long distances at 
the expense of short-range pollution. 
This, and the absence of regulations 
on emission by smaller sources 
which use low chimneys, would do 
tittle to help our historic buildings. 
The recent recognition that ozone 
is also responsible for forest damage 
in Germany emphasizes the role of 
motor vehicles, and the recommen- 
dation by the House of Commons 
select committee that “lean-burn™" 
engines rather than catalytic con- 
vertors should be introduced to 
limit pollution is valuable because of
